COLUMBUS, O., Dec. 31—W hen 
the law -m aking m achine of Ohio 
begins to grind Jan. 2 it is expect­ 
ed th at the Buckeye general assem ­ 
bly will f:nd the works clogged with 
a flood of legislation, not the least 
Mli which will be old age pensions 
and unemployment Insurance. 
Both m easures m ay precipitate 
bitter fights, as will sundry other 
contem plated bills, including one to 
create a state detective force and 
another to retain the present four- 
cents-a-gallon gasoline tax. 
Battle On Insurance 
The unemploym ent insurance b.ll 
will be introduced by a commission 
created by Governor George W hite 
to study the problem. Under this 
statute, the state would set up a 
commission, m uch 1 ke the work­ 
men's com pensation departm ent to 
handle the insurance, which would 
be financed by both employers ana 
employes. Labor forces of the state 
have endorsed the idea 
but the 
Ohio Cham ber of Commerce and 
m anufacturers are opposed to it. 
claiming such a plan would be vir­ 
tually a “dole”. 
The F raternal O rder of Eagles, 
end labor g e rrrilh are hack of the 
old age pcasion law. under which 
counties would pay pensions to in­ 
digent aged.
